Fulitser team that did the aeries NaL did as the book The heroin '^raii . The Hafia 
put him out of Sicily at gunpoint. However, those I suspect are very rough characters, 

I have not yet introduced him into an angle where he has expertise, an angle that hu 
itself could make a bock/movie . 
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Perhaps in camurerical terms what I'm talking about is lily-gilding, I think not, 

I think the pos: ibilities of carrying this further than the enough I have justify the 
time and the delays. So, I'm posing the question to aee if you have any suggestions 
on what we can do to speed this up, so that by the time there can bo the beginning of 
an official investigation if tiiers is to be one the book can be the basis for it and the 
public pressure against aaothef Whitewash,
